Meanwhile,  his  capsule  is  being  stocked  with  food  by  food-crusher  J.  CUFF  and 
pill-maker  R.  LINDER.  E.  BURTON  and  R.  FOLLETTE  are  installing  a cinema- 
scope movie  screen  showing  "Moon  Pilot,”  starring  L.  WHITE  and  S.  BROWN, 
with  V.  SEIBERT  and  R.  RUSSELL.  For  reading,  our  astronaut  has  a special  group 
of  classics  chosen  by  those  authorities  on  funny  books,  A.  PORTER  and  P.  BERUBE. 

At  the  press  site  reporters  C.  WILSON  and  C.  BRANCO  are  busy  interviewing 
the  astronaut’s  closest  friends — pencil  sharpener  P.  WHITTAM,  fashion  designer, 
G.  FRANK,  poet  A.  COCKSHAW,  hair  stylist  R.  McANDREW,  tap  dancer  E. 
GLOD,  minister  Reverend  R.  REED,  Dr.  R.  WRIGHT  and  car  salesman  D.  MAR- 
COLINI,  and  the  other  astronauts,  back-up  pilots  K.  BARTLETT  and  D.  HUTCH- 
INGS, K.  CURRY,  J.  WHITTEN,  W.  FINN,  and  N.  PINOLA.  LUDLOW’S 
home  state  senators  P.  KELLEY  and  P.  KELLEY  are  also  being  interviewed  as  to 
what  kind  of  celebration  they’ll  have  for  him  on  his  return. 

The  astronaut  is  quite  calm  and  relaxed  today  after  having  been  put  to  sleep 
last  evening  by  the  all  female,  all  purpose  entertaining  team,  among  whom  are 
those  famous  recording  stars  . . . the  Dandy  Duo  . . . J.  BARRY  and  J.  WELCH. 
His  evening  could  have  been  spent  more  enjoyably  than  by  listening  to  the  yodels 
of  B.  BODDIE  and  the  laughter  of  P.  BURKHEAD,  by  giggling  at  the  jokes  of 
J.  PIMENTEL  and  D.  TALLON.  G.  ROULEAU  and  C.  NICOLS  also  did  a quite 
unique  form  of  a Bula  Dance  to  the  music  of  the  drum-beaters  N.  WHITMAN 
and  S.  MONET.  P.  PRAY  and  P.  QUINN  entertained  our  astronaut  with  the  new 
dance  sensation,  the  Skip.  F.  FRAWLEY  then  entertained  the  astronaut  with  her 
Irish  jigs  and  J.  METCALFE  with  her  Italian  specials,  while  M.  STEWARD  did 
her  Hula  routine  and  P.  STROHMAN  did  her  Twist  specialty.

A.  tumbling  routine  further  soothed 
the  twitching  nerves  of  our  astronaut.  M.  HARRELL,  world  champion  spring  board 
jumper,  and  L.  HIRTH,  favorite  to  win  the  National  Somersault  Trophy  next 
year,  with  M.  HUGHES  favored  as  close  runner-up,  also  do  an  act.  P.  MALONE 
gives  an  exhibition  of  free  exercises  as  C.  MacWHIRTER  and  L.  MacDONALD 
perform  on  the  parallel  bars.  S.  LONERGAN  and  N.  LeVANGIE  give  a tennis 
exhibition  with  famous  announcer  S.  WHALEN  calling  a play-by-play  description. 
This  all-star  cast  still  has  more  to  offer.  K.  GRUGAN  and  J.  HARRINGTON 
show  their  skill  at  climbing  ropes  while  J.  McDONALD  and  M.  McNALLY  per- 
form on  the  high  wires.  The  team  of  M.  SEPPALA,  C.  JAMESON  and  L.  HATCH 
astound  the  crowd  with  their  weight-lifting  prowess.

MITCHELL,  S.  WOFFORD,  M.  NEWSON,  J.  McSHEFFREY,  and  S.  GOMEZ 
bring  him  his  breakfast.  Doctor  M.  JANSICS  examines  him,  and  tailor  J.  ANDER- 
SON with  helpers  D.  SMITH,  K.  SMITH  and  R.  SMITH,  dress  him.  Then  comes 
helmet-shiner  L.  ANASTOS  and  shoe-shiner  L.  ANTRIM. 

Truck  driver  L.  NIEMI  and  guard  D.  NICOL  bring  the  astronaut  to  the  Cape 
where  he  is  greeted  by  a contingent  of  friends  who  work  with  him  at  the  Cape: 
janitors  P.  STONKUS,  D.  SORGI,  and  A.  NESTI;  chairwomen  M.  BLISS,  L. 
GOODWIN  and  A.  LEPPANEN;  washing  women  D.  McLENNAN  and  J. 
YOUNG;  T.  V.  repairmen  L.  FOLEY,  P.  NICKSON  and  D.  SUGRUE;  and  his 
driving  teacher  B.  BERG.  He  is  also  greeted  by  a variety  of  button-pushers — yellow 
button-pusher  J.  TERLINO,  pink  button-pusher  J.  NICKERSON,  green  button- 
pusher  J.  DEROSA,  red  button-pushers  C.  MARSON  and  C.  UMBRO,  purple 
button-pushers  L.  DUNN  and  L.  LUSK,  and  orange  button-pushers  R.  DRISCOLL 
and  R.  BOND.

HOAGLAND,  and  K.  ELLIOTT.  Alaska:  headed  by  P.  BURKE,  R.  GREENE  and

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’63  CLASS  HISTORY 

On  September  9,  I960,  another  starry  eyed  group  of  SOPHOMORES  entered 
Braintree  High  School  and  began  to  prepare  for  their  three  year  stay.

Returning  eagerly  on  September  9,  1961,  to  old  FRIENDSHIP  B.H.S.  we  were 
all  ready  to  start  what  we  hoped  would  be  the  best  JUNIOR  class  ever,  electing  as 
Pilot,  WILLIAM  WHITE;  Co-pilot,  ROBERT  LOVE;  Keeper  of  the  Log,  MARI- 
LYN HINGSTON;  and  Financier,  BARBARA  VIGNONI,  everything  was  in  A.O.K. 
condition.  Since  there  were  no  sophomores  in  the  main  building  this  year,  we 
were  still  the  youngest.  Our  Thespians  again  put  on  a delightful  evening  for  us  with 
the  play  "Our  Hearts  Were  Young  and  Gay.”  With  Saturdays  taken  up  by  football 
games  and  afternoons  by  fall  sports,  we  had  to  struggle  to  squeeze  in  homework  and 
to  work  on  the  projects  for  the  Second  Annual  Science  Fair.  Winter  sports  proved  to 
be  as  exciting  as  ever  with  the  girl’s  basketball  team  as  league  leaders  and  the  boy’s 
team  finishing  third  in  our  class  at  the  Tech.  Tourney.  "All  the  way  next  year,”  was 
the  cry  of  B.H.S. 

With  spring  coming  and  music  in  the  air,  our  band  put  on  an  exchange  concert  with 
the  Keene  New  Hampshire  Band,  and  the  Glee  Clubs  put  on  a Music  Festival.  Also 
with  the  coming  of  spring  came  gymnastics  and  our  first  Gym  Exhibition.  April  was 
an  exciting  month — many  of  our  classmates  were  initiated  into  the  NATIONAL 
HONOR  SOCIETY,  seventy-one  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  seven  chaperones  enjoyed 
a trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  New  York  City,  and  the  JUNIOR  PROM,  STAIR- 
WAY TO  THE  STARS,  proved  to  be  an  enjoyable  evening  for  all.  Soon  afterwards 
new  cheerleaders  were  chosen  and  we  left  our  rocketship  once  again  for  another  de- 
lightful summer  vacation. 

On  September  5,  1962,  our  class,  the  Class  of  1963,  climbed  aboard  the  good 
ship  FRIENDSHIP  B.H.S.  for  the  last  time.  After  electing  WILLIAM  WHITE, 
Pilot;  LINDA  ANASTOS,  Co-pilot;  BARBARA  BERG,  Keeper  of  the  Log;  and 
BARBARA  VIGNONI,  Financier,  we  were  in  A.O.K.  condition  for  our  last  flight. 
This  was  to  be  our  busiest  year  because  we  had  to  think  about  finding  work  or  going 
to  college.  While  some  of  us  were  wondering  which  college  to  apply  to,  other  things 
around  us  were  highlighting  our  trip.  The  Thespian  Society  performed  a humorous 
play  entitled  "Tea  House  of  the  August  Moon.”  Club  activities  resumed  and  fall 
sports  took  up  everybody’s  time.  Football,  ice  hockey  and  field  hockey  games,  and 
Sports  Council  dances  made  afternoons  and  evenings  very  enjoyable.  On  November 
3 everyone  joined  in  to  make  "Homecoming”  a success.  A queen  was  chosen  to 
reign  over  the  parade,  the  football  game,  and  the  dance. 

Winter  arrived  and  basketball  started  for  both  boys  and  girls.  Another  winning 
season  was  ahead  for  B.H.S.  We  will  never  forget  December  because  our  Annual 
Christmas  Party  was  held  during  that  month.  Before  we  knew  it  our  Christmas  vaca- 
tion was  over,  a new  year  was  starting  and  spring  was  on  its  way.  Everyone  was  busy 
during  the  spring.  The  band  had  two  exchange  concerts,  the  choir  and  glee  clubs 
put  on  a music  festival,  students  were  inducted  into  the  National  Honor  Society,  a 
Gym  Exhibition  was  performed,  and  everyone  participated  in  the  Annual  Science 
Fair. 

Our  pilot  warned  us  that  our  journey  was  coming  to  an  end.  New  cheerleaders  were 
chosen  and  all  of  us  had  fun  taking  part  in  our  "Senior  Show.”  We  had  all  been  wait- 
ing for  our  Senior  Prom  since  we  entered  B.H.S.  It  lived  up  to  and  even  surpassed 
all  our  expectations.
